Bulldog flies are killing big game 
along the international boundary, ac- 
cording to County Commiasioner 
Ilelic Clementson.

A big moose was pulled 
out of the river twice Inst Thiirsdiiy 
i»v lumbermen and the ilies brushed 
oif. 

The deer are more foTtunate in 
escaping the pesta and have not suf- 
fered very much as yet, but are hav- 
ing their troubles from the deer flies.

^Hieicrally fair/' Week*s f ore- 
cait. 

The present week will be on* of 

generally fair weather and season-; 
able temperature throughout the 
country, according to the forecast 
for the week. Issued by the 

Weather Bureau. 

"Rains will continue in the 
North Pacilic States during the 
next several days and enow flurries 
are probable at intervals on the 
Great Lakes. The next disturb- 
ance of importance to cross the 
country will appear in the North- 
west Monday or Tuesday and 
move thence alon^ the northern 
border to the St. Lawrence Valley, 
reaching the latter district about 
Friday. This disturbance will be 
attended by local snows in the 
Northern States and be followed 
by a change to colder weather 
over the northern half of the 
country. .This cold ('l.aiiire will 
appear in the Northwestern States 
about the middle of the week."

Senator Bradley struck the 
riyhi note when he told his audi- 
ence at the Greater Kentucky 
Convention that there must be 
something wrong in Kentucky 
when some of the neighboring 
States north and west of Ken- 
tucky, settled by men from this 
State, are forging ahead of us in 
material prosperity, altlion;i:h they 
have ro advantage in natural re- 
sources. 

A fair amount of pride in the 

soil is iiat iral and crodital)le and 
valuable to a iState, but a self- 
satisfied feeling of superiority is 
fatuous and hurtful. The ti&e 
for shouting about women, horses 
and whisky has passed. It is 
time to shout for education, fairer 
taxation and good roads. 

Agitation for a "greater" Ken- 
tucky reflects a proper dissatisfac- 
tion with some existing conditions 
and a degree of intelligence and sin- 
cerity not possessed by the graml- 
iloquent stump orator uho bellows 
about the greatness of Kentucky. 
The style of the convention holds 
out tioiie. 

The truth was told by Mr. Mc- 
Forran, who discussed the folly of 
talking about "gr(*ater** Kentucky 
without setting about systenjati- 
cally elevatiny the average of iii- 
Lelligence throughout the Stale. 

There has been too much peanut 
politics at Frankfort and too little 
practical legislation. That is 
what is wrong with Kentucky, and 
why other States with no advant- 
age in natural resources are grow- 
ing richer than this State. A 
legislative l)i)(ly rarely legislates in 
idvance of public opinion, but us 
uallv proves fairly responsive to 
popular demand. Mr. Atherton's 
suggestion that town meetings be 
held to allow citizens to express 
their views about road building, 
school improvement and tax laws, 
•or tiie guidance of their repre- 
entatives. is a good one. If such 
meetings should be held the.\ 
>hould be attended by men of al. 
)olitieal parties and politics should 
le for the time forgotten. Tlx 
opresentative should beconsidet- 
■d not a Democrat or a Rcpubii 
an, but a ))iil)lic servant wli. 
Iiould be advised by, and listen l* 
lie advice of, the people of hi 
listrict. There is no room foi 
petty politics in disLMissinir thi 
iiree major legislative problems 
f political axes, unground or re 
:entlv used with effect, are for 
rotten the members of Iho (icner 
1 Assembly mav awaken to tlx 
inportance of their duties, anc 
nay not adjourn as those of tlu 
;ist (Teiioial Asseml)ly did, afte 
laving defeated a road law tlia. 
vas certainly an improvetuen 
ipon the existing system, and afte 
laving ignored al! suggestions a!

The statistics of expenditures 
!or improved roads gathered by 
he Department of Agricultun 
^how that Kentucky's outlay ir 
he last year was $2,500,000. 
When the area of Kentucky an( 
the mikage of good roads alread.v 
in existence are considered th* 
anount spent oompares favorabb 
with the expenditures of other 
States, but (liere is yet much to b( 
wished for In the matter of spend 
ing road funds so as to get tht 
dollar up to the UghMt point ot 
efficiency. 

Many roads are built upon un- 
scientitic principles abd many Fis 
cal ^>>urts let contracts to contrac- 
tors who have no principles. We 
have, as a result, many poorly 
constructed roads that cost as 
much as good roads ought to cost, 
and some good roads that cost 
mach more than thev should. 

The road qnestion will come up 
for consideration before the Gen- 
eral Assembly at its approaching 
session. It will be one of three or 
foar important matters that will 
)e taken up and should be dispos- 
ed of without unnecessary delay, 
yet not without deliberation. That 
the existing system of handling 
funds for roads is as obsolete as 
the methods of road building are 



is oretty generally agreed. There 
have been leakage, negligence, fa- 
voritism and fraud for a century, 
with no dMFerence of mismanage- 
ment under different political par- 
ties. TIh' great need is protection 
for taxpjj,vers from petty grafters 
and from incompetency in spend- 
ing the funds collected through 
taxation. 

That the best built road is in the 
end the cheapest everyone knows. 
There are enough competent engi- 
neers available to insure good con- 
struction if suitable provision is 
made in the road law to remove 
road building from the hands of 
the incompetent and irresponsil)Ic. 
The (ieneral Assembly should go 
very thoroughly into the matter 
of road laws and draft one that 
will get results. 

Millions nuist be spent for roads. 
It is important that those millions 
should be spent for roads, and not 
for contractors, and that they 
'ihould be spent by persons capaljle 
of making an income for the State 
I'lora the outlay for roads. At 
the rate of $2,500,000 a year Ken- 
tucky spend" S"-''>,<>()0,000 in a de- 
cade. How many millions have 
been '*poured into a rat hole^' 
since tho beginning of Kentucky's 
iirvt^ioiiment under a system of 
• oad building that is loose-jointed 
now as it ever was?
